The Republican organization was able to 
bring out a greater vote for Haines in today’s 
contest than was given for Fernald, the 
party candidate who wae defeated two years 
ago, while the Democratic vote for Plaisted 
showed a falling off from that of 1910.

BALLOON ASTRAY 


Trailed from Unman- 
ageable Dirigible. 


BOUNCED ACROSS. PORCH. 


Mrs. Walter R. Smith; wife of a jeweler 
at 3020 South State street, was crooning her 
baby to sleep late yesterday afternoon on 
her improvised roof garden—the top of a 
rear shed-<when she heard a series of yells 
from the street. High overhead she saw a 
125 foot dirigible balloon, in which were two 
men yelling a Mttle louder than the 200 in 
the street. 

Mrs. Smith saw by the frantic gestures 
of the balloonists that the performance was 
not being staged for her benefit. A moment 
later che saw a heavy cable, hanging from 
the dirigible, come dragging over the fence 
directly toward ber roof garden. The bal- 
poonists redoubled their yells. 

Mrs. Smith promptly lai the baby on the 
floor, rubbed her hand briskly, and when 
the cable reached her roof garden made a 
jump for it. The 2,700 pound dalloon 
dragged her, kicking and scrambling, across 
the shed until she landed with a thud against 
a picket fence at the side. That would have 
deen about enough for most people, but it 
only made Mrs. Smith mad. 


She Drags Balloon Down. 

She caught a fresh grip. braced both feet 
agaist the fence, and yanked the rope with 
all her 185 pounds. Something gave, and 
she fell to the floor with another thud. She 
caught another grip, gave another yank, and 
the balloon dropped easily down into a nest 
of telephone wires. 

About then the 200 shouting spectators de- 
cided it was safe to offer their assistance, 
and came running into the yard to hold the 
balloon down. The woman was before them, 
and helped the badly scared men, Horace B. 
Wid and his engineer, John De Courcey, to 
extricate themselves. They had lost control 
of the big ship and were in danger of collid- 
ing with a building, with unpleasant conse- 
quences. : 

Mrs. Smith looked them over casually, sa 
they were not hurt, and returned to her 
baby, picked it up, and walked into the Rouse 
as if pulling down a. seven passenger 
Girigible, with 37,000 cubic feet of gas, was 
one of her every day diversions. The men 
she rescued hurried after her and over- 
whelmed her with thanks. 

Woman Saves Unmanageable Craft. 
The balioon, believed to be an advertising 


‘stunt for a south side amusement park, left 


its hahgar at Sixty-third street and South 
Park avenue at 5:55 o’clock and met what 
probably would have been its finish if the 
brave woman hadn't come to the rescue. It 
was bound for the loop, where the crowd was 
thickest. At Forty-fifth street and Indiana 
avenue a water mainfold on the radiator

Craft’s Rudder Only Smashed. 

“It’s the first flight we have attempted 
since we brought the craft from Europe 
and I blame a rotten rubber connection for 
the accident,“ explained Wild after thank- 
ing Mrs. Smith profusely for his rescue. My 
engineer, De Courcey, a Frenchman from 
Cork, behaved admirably. It simply got a 
little beyond us and it became essential to 
select a nice soft place to land. How we 
missed the roof 6f the trattion barn I don't 
know, but it was fortunate, too, because there 
was no Mrs. Smith on that roof. 

We were at Indiana and Forty-fifth when 
the manifold blew off and the loss of our 
water ballast sent us upward like a shot. 
Well, common sense taught me that the 
higher up we got the harder we bounced, and 
I immediately proceeded to counter balance 
the loss of the ballast with the release of the 
gas. 


Miss Landing on Roof. 

“The board showed that we had come 
down that extra 400 feet and were traveling 
in our course of 800 up when we sighted the 
roof of the traction barn. But we missed it. 

The @ngine had been idle for three or 
four months, and the rubber connection rot- 
ted. It is something we must have over- 
looked when we examined it on starting. t's 
funny, isn’t it, that some of the thousands 
of men who watched us galloping and dart- 
ing through space didn't grab our rope. Then 
some fellows try ‘to tell us that women 
haven't any nerve. Ill bet Mrs. Smith keeps 
things steadied up around her home. 1 
expect to steer the craft on the traction 
roof in the morning and replace the torn 
cudder. The damage isn’t worth mention- 
ing. There was an awful heavy overcurrent 
of alr.“ 

“ Weren't you afraid of the thing?“ a re. 
porter asked Mrs. Smith. 

“Just a bit shaky for an instant When it 
lifted me off my feet, but when I got a 
strangle hold by winding my feet around 
that teneq post I felt safe, replied the hero- 
ine, 

“It dragged you a bit, then?“ 

Sure, it pulled me all the way across the 
porch, but I knew the picket fence would 
stop me. I simply held on. I guess I sup- 
plied the ballast lost through spilling the 
water. Noting extraordinary about it, was 
there!

He climbed 
from it and threw himself upon the ground. 
He was found in the same position fifteen 
minutes later when his machine crew ar- 
rived in automobiles with a repair kit.

BRIDE SEES THE TRAGEDY. 


Court Edwards died yesterday at Alexian 
Brothers’ hospital. He was fatally injured 
on Saturday night in a motorcycle race at 
Riverview park. 

On Sunday night, in Newark, „. J., Eddie 
Hasha, until three weeks ago a member of 
the Chicago troupe, catapulted seventy-five 
feet in the air and fifty feet inte a crowded 
grandstand: He lost bis life, four epecta- 
tors were killed by his flying engine, a second 
rider met death in the spill and thirteen spec- 
tators were injured. Hasha was speeding 
pinety-two miles an hour. . 

Edwards, who was going seventy-four 
miles an hour, was hurled forty feet in the 
air when crashed into from the rear by Joe 
O’Loughiin, a competitor. His motorcycle 
struck a guard rail at the top and Edwards 
miseed by only a few feet, being catapulted 
into a crowd of 10,000 persons. If he had been 
hurled ten feet higher his machine might have 
carried death and injury to as many persons 
as did Hasha’s. 

Rolls Down Incline Into Pit. 

Instead, Edwards and his machine, after 
striking the railing, rolled down the incline 
of the track toward the bottom of the pit. 
Edwards had fallen out of the saddle, but 
was tangled up in the frame. 

Halt way down the riderless machine was 
crashed into by Davie Kenn e and he and his 
machine nd to the bottom with Edwards 
amd his cycle. In the same heap was 
O Loughlin. and his speedster. 

Spectators rose to their feet, women 
_gcreamed-and covered their eyes, while every 
witness felt a triple tragedy bad been en- 
acted. Then stretchers were brought up. 
Edwardes wes unconscious. To quiet the 
crowd a loud voiced man shouted: 

Hes all right; he isn’t hurt bad.“

WORK OF THE SCHOOL INSPECTOR. 
S the work is now divided, the school 
| inspectors are divided into two 
groups—those who inspect for con- 
tagion and those who ex@mine for 
physical defects. The first group 
examines children to discover small- 
pox, sca fever, diphtheria, measles, 
whooping cough, and a few diseases of lesser 
consequence. When a case is diagnosed as 
one of contagion, the child is sent home and 
quarantine established. The inspectors do 
not treat cases. They are prohibited from 
taking any part in the treatment of any 
case, Their duty is to see that the rights of 
the community are protected. 

In the cases of ringworm, itch, lice, 
and similar mild communicable conditions, 
they make the diagnosis and, instruct the 
nurse what to do. At one time it was 
the- custom to exclude these chikiren 
from school after advising the family to 
have a physician tell them what to do. 
It was found the plan did not work? The 
parents would not call a doctor for a 
simple condition like lice. They would 
do nothing and the children just stayed out 
of school indefinitely. 

— 

Hach school physician does a certain 
amount of vaccinating in his schools. 
A few years ago the Illinois Supreme 
court decided Chicago could not have 
compulsory vaccination unless the city 
council an ordinance requiring 
it; that the health department, acting un- 
der the general police power of the cities 
and village acts, could not require it. 
This is what those called the anti-vac- 
cinationists usually refer to as a deci- 
sion against vaccination. The decision 
was given long enough ago for its effects 
to begin to show. There were some 
cases and some deaths amongst school 
children from smallpox last winter—the 
first in many years. The vaccinating is 
done on those whose parents want it 
done. About 99 per cent of the children 
are vaccinated. 

When children have been out of school 
for several days, the school inspector must 
pass upon them before they are allowed 
to mix with the other children. This is 
a brief statement of the work of the 
medical inspector for contagion.

findings with recommendations goes to 
the parents, another to the school, and 
a third to the health department. 

If a parent sees fit to neglect his child, 
there can be no compulsion. The ex- 
aminer does not treat the children. If 
the child is defective, and, as a result, the 
teacher finds teaching is difficult, she 
must do the best she can, as the parent 
cannot be foreed. If other children are 
held back by this child, they must put up 
with it. The parents cannot be forced. 
If this dull child helps to overcrowd the

dren from getting an education, it can- 
not be helped. If such children increase 
taxes, it cannot helped. 

The school inspector can exclude con- 
tagion—beyond that his work is wholly

SAYS FARES ARE LEGAL. 


Edison Park, III., Sept. 5.—{To the 
Friend of the People.]—It would be a 
greatly appreciated favor to the people 
of Edison Park and no doubt to resi- 
dents of Norwood Park if you could 
suggest any possible course we might 
take to induce the Chicago and North- 
western railroad to be more reasonable 
in their rates to school children living in 
these two distant points to some station 
on their road within walking distance 
of the Carl Schurz High school. 

This is the only high school that citi- 
zens of Chicago living in this part of the 
Twenty-seventh ward have to send their 
grammar school graduated children to, 
and the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road is the only possible way to get to 
any station within walking distance of 
the school. The rates charged by this 
railroad company are unreasonable and 
should be reduced for children’s school 
tickets to not more than 5 cents a ride 
for twenty-five or fifty ride tickets from 
Edison Park and Norwood Park to 
Irving Park.

Fares from Edison Park, as charged by this 
company, are in exact accordance with the state 
law. The fact that the fare between Edison Park 
and Irving Park in either direction differs 2 cents 
from the difference between the fares from Chi- 
cago to Edison Park and to Irving Park, respec- 
tively, is due merely to the operation of the 
different fractions of miles in the respective dis- 
tances. Each fare is correct according to the 
distance. 

As to commutation rates for school children, 
the interstate commerce commission has ruled 
that special rates cannot be made for school chil- 
dren exclusively, but that any reduced rates if 
made must be open alike to all children of the 
same age, regardiess of circumstances or object 
of the trip. Any discriminatory rates cannot con- 
sistently be ¢stablished.

The Michigan state auditor hae prepared @ 
statement showing that the eighteen state in, 
stitutions paid $628,087 in the last year for 
clothing, shoes, flour, meats, @eans, but 
milk, cheese, eggs, bread, crackers, fruits, 
vegetables, canned goods. and horse feed.

It is a fact, admitted 
by the board of charities and corrections, 
that no convincing information has been pre.

Laggard in Penal Reforms, 


been in force for two years, t only two 
counties have taken advantage of it, and one 
of these has met with indifferent success. 

In Vermont nine of the thirteen counties in 
the state have used the system with success 
In Michigan roads armed guards watch over 
the jail birds. In Vermont the prisoners 
work in clothes which do not distinguish 
them from free laborers and with guard or 
other prison superviaion. 

Morrison I. Swift in his investigation of the 
Montpeller jati nearly two years ago reports 
the system a decided success. 


Contrast of Two Methods. 

“I visited Montpelier jail, where 1 spent 
the greater part of the day, talking with 
prisoners, first in company with a deputy 
sheriff and then alone, with full permission to 
discover Opposition to the management, if I 
could,” he wrote. “Later, on the main 
street, whom should I meet but five or six of 
these very prisoners, walking along with 
smiling faces and a happy air, no more re- 
sembling the conventional convict than did 
the merchants, workingmen and lawyers 
with whom they mingled.” 

In contrast with this every reporter is 
barred from the Jackson prison. The “ trus- 
ties” around the Jackson prison lack both 
the smiling faces and happy air. 


Honor Plan in Vermont. 
The Vermont system was inaugurated in 
1006 because the jails were overcrowded. 
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Sherif Frank H. Tracy of the county in 
which Montpelier ts, took a number of his 
charges out on his own farm to try the ex- 
periment. It failed. He tried it next on 
the construction of a sewer. There also it 
was a failure. Then he tried the scheme of 
giving the prisoners all the money they could 
earn over $1 a day. The first four years’ 
trial was that 800 men had been employed on 
the “honor plan” and in that period they 
earned $6,000. Of that the prisoners received 
for their own use more than $2,600. 

Mr. Swift says that, as brilliant as was 
the financial side of the proposition, it was 
of minor importance as compared with the 
effect upon the character of the prisoners. 


Biames Politics for Evil.

Over 100 men are 
now employed and the work has been carried 
two miles south of Lansing.

WAR IN‘TRIROLI 


| Peace Treaty of Italian and 
Turkish Delegates Report- 
ed Ready to Sign. 


TERMS GIVEN TO PUBLIC. 


Both Sides Make Concessions 
Rather than Continue Ex- 
pensive Battles. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Sept. 9.—A dispatch filed in the 

cable office im Rome last Friday Which was 

stopped by the Italian censor was received 
in Lendon today by mail. The fact that it 

Was stopped in Rome gives it added impor- 

tance. The dispatch reads: 

“ ‘The Corriere d'Italia is authoritatively in- 
formed that the Italian and Turkish dele- 
gates who have been conferring in Switzer- 
land on the question of peace have concluded 
negotiations for a peace treaty and the docu- 
ment will be signed shortly. The agreement 
was reached approximately on the following 
basis: 

„. The Turkish government will un- 
dertake to recognize the Italian occupa- 
tion of the coasts of Tripoli and Cyre- 
naica and wilt withdraw the Ottoman 
forces. Turkey, without formally recog- 
nizing Italy’s sovereignty in Tripoli, will 
not oppose Italian expansion into the in- 
terior. 

„ Italy legally win recognize the 
caliph’s religioug jurisdiction in the Lib- 
yea provinces and all the privileges and 
guarantees pertaining thereto. | 

. Italy will grant Turkey an unre- 
Geemable loan of $120,000,000. 

“4. A @ safeguard for the payment of 
the interest on that loan Turkey, while 
retaining the sovereignty over all the 
Aeta islands, will allow Italy to hold 
the Wave islands which already have 
deen @ecupied, and which, therefore, will 
remain under Italian administration.” 

In connection with the last article of the 
proposed peace agreement it hae been the 
general belief here that Italy, in concert with 
the powers, would find means of obtaining 
autonomy for the Aegean islands, the Greek 
inhabitants of which desire to wipe out Turk- 
ish officiaidom.

Death Roll in Chinese Province of 
Chekiang Estimated Between 30,000 
and 40,000—Villages Washed Away 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 0.—Immenge lose of life 
ie reported in mail advices just received 
from Wen-Chow, in the proviace of Che- 
kiang. 

Chinese estimates give the death roll de- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000 as the result of a 
typhoon combined with torrential rains and 
high tides which occurred on Aug. 22. 

Great floods followed and the upper Wen- 
Chow river overflowed a vast area. The 
town of Vsingtien, forty miles horthwest of 
Wen-Chow, was overwhelmed and 10,000 of 
the inhabitants were drowned. 

Various other towns and villages were de- 
stroyed and the prefecture at Chuchow, an 
important missionary station, wes washed 
awey. 

The typhoon swept over several provinces 
on the eastern coast of China, including Che- 
kiang and Fukien. 

Last year the flood caused by the overflow 
of the Yangtse river, which was the most ex- 
tensive in memory, caused the death by 
drowning of 100,000 persons and left millions

Grease Spots. 


“I would know as soon as possible how to 


remove grease spots from white sea island 
canvas. Also how to remove grass stains from 
the same material. I had some grass stains 
on my white ‘colonials’ and supposing lard 
would take them wut, as it does in other ma- 
terials, I tried it, but found out I was mis- 
taken. Now I have removed the grass stains 
but not the grease stains. PERPLEXED.” 

Grease spots are easily removed when the 
means resorted to by the tyro have not changed 
them into stains. In your case, sponge with 
ether the dirt that has settled upon the spots. 
Dry and cover with fuller’s earth or chalk made 
Into a paste with household ammonia. Leave 
alone for a day or two, then cover with two 
thicknesses of blotting paper and set a warm 
iron upon this. Shift to a fresh place on the 
paper several times. The paper will have ab- 
sorbed the oily particles. Then sponge with 
ether or chloroform. 

The grass stains might have been removed 
when fresh by covering them with black mo- 
lasses, leaving this.on for a day, then washing 
in the usual way.

Economical Housekeeping. 


The Omelet. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


T is told that when Napoleon tried to maxe 
an omelet and failed he said, “I 
given myself credit for more exalted talents 
than I possess,” thus implying that it re- 
quired greater ability to make an omelet 

than to put Europe under his heel. 

There are only two kinds of ‘omelets, ‘Lut 
there are scores of varieties of these two kinds. 
There is the French omelet, in which the yolk 
and the white of the eggs are beaten togeth- 
er, and the puffy kind, for which they are beat- 
en separately. The most prominent merit of 
this second sort is that it looks pretty. 

The first consideration is the pan. No mat- 
ter how much care is taken in handling: the egg, 
unless the pan is right the omelet will be a 
failure. Specialists in the making of this dish 
have an omelet pan which they never use for 
anything else. But, whether a special pan or 
not, that one used must be smooth, clean, dry, 
and hot before the egg is poured into it. 

The omelet, unlike fried eggs, must not be 
cooked very slowly, for it will then be tough. 
On the other hand, it must not be burned, and 
it burns.easily. It is, therefore, better to make 
several small omelets than one large one, just 
because of this danger of burning and the trou- 
ble in turning. 

And, as to the egg, it must be ‘beaten just 80 
much and no more too much, and the omelet 
will be watery. The beating, however, must 
be continued up to the very moment the egg 
goes into the pan or the air which has ‘beeg 
beaten in will escape. If the eggs are sep- 
arated the yolks must be beaten until light in 
color and the white until stiff and dry. 

Some excellent cooks use more yolKs than 
whites, and, as whites: are more serviceable in 
dessert making than the yolks, the omelet: is 
the economical destiny of the latter. 

‘The omelet igs made with eggs alone or it 
may be made more creamy, some cooks ‘think, 
by putting in a tablespoonful of milk to 
each egg used. Water or squp stock, or even 
gravy, may be used in place of the milk. Salt 
should be used spafingly before the egg is 
cooked. +

Commissioner of Health Urges 
| “Laws to Regulate Sale of 
. Frozen Dainty. 


WOULD CONTROL MAKERS. 


Use of Beef Fats in Place of the 
Genuine Article Asserted 
| to Be Common. 


Dr. George B. Young, commissioner of 
health, said yesterday that the city’s power 
to regulate the sale of ice cream is wholly 
inadequate. He has offered hie ald to Ald. 
Cermak in obtaining state legislation which 
will enable the city to exercise contro? over 
ice cream manufacturers and dealers. 

The origin of the use of beef fets as a sub- 
stitute for milk and cream in the manufac- 
ture of ice cream was explained by Dr. Gott- 
frie@ Koehler of the health department. 

Butter Transformer Invented. 

“The hotter the weather the greater de- 
mand for ice cream,” he said. Unfortu- 
nately, cows give less milk in hot weather 
wan at other times. The ice cream manu- 
facturers struggied with this situation until 
the homogenizer was invented. This ma- 
ehine will turn butter into e product resem- 
dung cream. Ice cream manufacturers are 
able by its use to purchase their cream in 
the form of butter and thus to stock up 
agninet a shortage of supply. 

“But it was soon found thet butterine 
eould be passed througn the homogenizer 
and a product resembling cream produced. 
The results of this discovery are revealed 
in our tests of ice cream sold in the Chicago 
market. ? 

: Sold as Real Cream. 

* We found not long ago that this artificial 

eream was being sold to restaurants in Chi- 


cago and served by them to their patrons as 


real ice cream. We were able to put a stop 
to this practice through our power to license 
restaurants, but we cannot, so far as I can 
see, without new legislation, put a stop to 
the use of artificial cream in ice 


cream. 

„The state food commissioner has issued 
a book of rules which defines ice cream in 
broad terms, but the legislature never has 
officially approved these rules, so we cannot 
act under them. Even if ws could, thereis 
nothing in the rule applying to ice cream to 
forbid the use cf any substance available 
for food in the manufacture of ice cream.” 
G. K. Hall of 4454 Sheridan road asserts 
that he has found traces of materia) similar 
to artificial cream made of beef fats in 
“triple cream” sold te im by one of the 
large dairies.
